that the Constitution of Nevada express- 
ly prohibits lotteries and the sale of 
lottery tickets in the State. The Gold 
Hill News snyd.1 "The 
constitutional 


provisions,whiuh prohibits lotteries and 
the sale of lottery tickets., cannot be 
nullified to permit a few "smart" men 
to make fortunes from the people in 
the sweet name of Charily." The effort 
was made a few years ago to ameud the 
plain 
provision of 
the 
constitution 


against lotteries, by repealing the law 
Unacted in uid cf the constitution, mak- 
ing it a crimp; and a grund lottery 
Sohemo was organized, and the officers 
Of the State, who had sworn to uphold 
the constitution, were made officers in 
the grand swindle, for a swindle it 
proved to be. Tbey were afraid to 
draw their tickets in this State and run 
OTer into Utah, nnd had a pretended 
drawing and that was the end of it.
